Deadline Dec. 31 

Older California home - 
ov.mpis have until December 
31. to apply for State certi- 
ficate.s to postpone payment 
of residential property taxes. 

Only 3.500 senior home- 
owners have filed property 
tax postponement clai m s 
with the Franchise Tax 
Board since the opening of 
(he filing period. May 16, 
according to Chief of (Jixira- 
tions William Mackey. 

The number of claimants 
has declined each year in the 
three years since th Legisla¬ 
ture passt'd the bill to help 
elcicr homeowners with their 
property taxes, department 
records show. 

Mackey said it is neces¬ 
sary to refile each year and 
that claim forms may he ob¬ 
tained by writing to Fran¬ 
chise Tax Board. P.O. Box 
1.188, Sacramento, CA 9.5807 

To bo eligible, the home 
owner must be 62 years oid 
as of December 31. 1979. 

have a 20 per cent equity 
in the home, a secured prop¬ 
erty tax bill, and $23,100 oi 
less total household income. 
Claimants must occupy tho'r 
home as of December 31. 
1978. 

Homeowners who q,-.ialify 
are mailed two certificates 
by the State Controll e r 
which can be taken to tin 
county tax collector and us'.Ki 
to pay all or p.art of the 
pi'operty tax on the home. 
The State of California then 
files a lien against the prop¬ 
erty for the amount of post- 
p-oned taxes and charges 
seven per cent a year .sim¬ 
ple interest on the po.stponed 
amount. 

Homeowners who -are over 
62 and have also applied fev 
and rjceived State property 
tax assistance also are eli¬ 
gible for postponement. Mac 
key .said.

Answer: 

A major breakthrough In 
prosecuting rape cases oc¬ 
curred in 1974 when use of 
information on a woman’s 
sexual history was prohibit¬ 
ed. But the woman’s prior 
acquaintance with the rapist 
is still open for use against 
the victim. If she knew her 
attacker, the prosecutor has 
great difficulty proving that 
she did not consent — a 
rather unfair burden placed 
upon the victim of a violent 
assault. Since the woman 
knows the attacker in near¬ 
ly half of all rape cases, this 
point is' critical. 

A new approach to prose¬ 
cuting rape cases has been 
initiated by a brilliant young 
deputy district attorney in 
the San Diego County Dis¬ 
trict Attorneys Office, Judith 
Rowland. She described it in 
a recent hearing on women 
and violence held by the 
Cnlifrimia rrimmission on

The aim of the expert wit¬ 
ness is to help jurors rea¬ 
lize that rape is .an act of 
violence in which the victim 
experiences overwhelm! n g 
fear for her existence.
